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Mexico visit may set tone of John Paul’s papacy 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope John Paul If! took a 
characteristic bold step and further set the tone of his 
papacy by deciding to make Mexico the destination of the 
first foreign trip of a three-month-old pontificate. 


Even before the beginning of the seven-day journey, 
including stops in the Dominican Republic and the 
Bahamas, the trip was being hailed as an historic event. 


BY THE TIME the trip is over on Jan. 31, several million 
Mexican, Dominican and Bahamian people will have seen 
him in person and additional millions of other Latin 
Americans will have seen him on television or heard him 
on radio, perhaps dozens of times, speaking in their native 
tongue. 


The papal trip put the third general assembly of the Latin 
American bishops, on the theme of evangelization, in the 
international limelight. 


In addition, in Mexico, where the vast majority of people 
are at least nominally Catholic but where anti-clerical laws 
restrict even priestly dress and prevent priestly missionary 
activity from abroad, the visit could have political as well as 
religious implications. 


THE POLISH POPE’S choice of a Catholic Third World 
country for his first trip abroad as pontiff was regarded as 
an important symbol of the directions his papacy may take 
in the years ahead. 


When he announced the trip on Dec. 22 at his Christmas 
meeting with Rome's cardinals, he referred approvingly to 
comments by others that “the future of the church is at 
stake in Latin America.” 


He also told the cardinals that the importance of the 
evangelization theme of the bishops’ assembly was “so 
evident that there is nothing to explain concerning the 
reason for my decision.” 


MEANWHILE, Mexican authorities are voicing concern 
about the number of people who will come to see Pope 
John Paul Il during his visit to Mexico. Emergency 
measures are under way to provide lodging and food for an 
estimated three million people. 


In Mexico City, authorities expect some two million 
people, a million more than come for the Marian feasts in 
October and December honoring Our Lady of Guada- 
lupe. 

In Puebla, Mayor Miguel Quiroz Perez said some 1.3 
million Catholics are expected to be in the city for the Jan. 
28 visit of Pope John Paul to open the sessions of the third 
general assembly. Puebla has a population of 400,000. 

THE POPE IS scheduled to concelebrate mass in the 
courtyard of the Palafox Seminary in Puebla where the 
bishops will meet until Feb. 12. Some 20,000 Catholics are 
expected to attend the mass. 

Pope John Paul will stay at the apostolic delegation in 
Mexico City. From there he will make trips to the Mexican 
cities of Puebla, Oaxaca and Guadalajara, where large 
crowds are also expected.

27, security forces began moves to “insure a pleasant and 
smooth stay for the pope,” said Mexico City Mayor Carlos 
Gonzalez. 


MORE THAN 10,000 policemen and members of the 
armed forces have been assigned to security for the 
events. 


Among the first policing tasks was to stop the fraudulent 
sales of tickets for the papal masses and for private 
audiences. Prices ranged from $5 to $25. Parishes have 
conducted a campaign alerting people that attendance at 
papal functions is by invitation and is free. 


Some 10,000 priests, religious and lay persons will greet 
the pope at the Mexico City cathedral on the afternoon of 
his arrival Jan. 26. About one million people are expected 
at Constitution Square—popularly known as the Zocalo—

in front of the cathedral to follow the mass and listen tothe 
Papal message on loudspeakers. 


POPE JOHN PAUL will arrive in Puebla by open car after 
a 90-minute ride from Mexico City with brief stop-overs at 
Indian villages along the way. Most of his 70-mile route will 
be bordered by an honor guard of school children and 
parishioners from nearby towns. 


On Jan. 29 Pope John Paul will visit several Indian 
communities in the Oaxaca area, celebrate mass at the 
cathedral and visit the local seminary. 

The following day the pope will travel to Guadalajara 
where he will visit a low-income neighborhood and go to 
the nearby Marian Shrine of Our Lady of Zapopan. 

Pope John Paul is scheduled to leave Mexico on Jan. 31. 
On his way back to the Vatican, the pope is expected to 
make a public appearance in Nassau, Bahamas, during a 
two-hour refueling stop.

SAN DIEGO—Stewardship '79 is 
now in motion and the program will 
emphasize the concept of giving time, 
talent and treasure in service to God 
as a way of Christian living. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher and the 
Stewardship '79 team of Father 
William Kraft, director, and James 
Bastis, diocesan director of com- 
munications, met with priests and 
deacons in San Diego and El! Centro 
last week officially kicking off the 
program. 


WITH THE SPLIT of the diocese last 
year, the Stewardship '79 goal is 
. $1,350,000 compared to $2 million or 
more in the first six verte of the 
program. 


“The entire concept of steward- 
ship,” Father Kraft said, “as the way to 
Christian living is based on gratitude 
to God and participation in living the 


life of Christ and identifying with 
Christ the Good Steward, the Perfect 
Steward of the Father. 

“It is the practice of systematic nd 
proportionate giving of time, talent, 
abilities and material possessions 
based on the conviction that these are 
a trust from God, to be used in his 
service for the benefit of all mankind 
in grateful acknowledgement of God’s 
redeeming love,” he added:- 


HE SAID they were taking a holistic 
approach to the annual diocesan 
program, the sharing of the. whole 
person. 

“Stewardship is a ministry to one 
another,” the director said, “through 
teaching, worship and service.” 

Bastis, who will aid Father Kraft in 
running the program, said, “Steward- 
ship is more than money. It’s a whole 
way of living. 

“FATHER KRAFT and | feel steward- 
ship is a total concept of the whole 


person, sharing time, talent. and 
treasure,” Bastis said. “Therefore, 
more emphasis is being placed on 
time and talent.” 


. A slide show presented the 
Stewardship story to the priests. Also 
available to parishes, the slide 
program includes a message from 
Bishop Maher that stewardship is not 
a new concept, but has been 
practiced since the time of Christ. 


In his first epistle, St. Peter wrote, 
“According to the gifts each has 
received, minister to one another as 
good stewards in the manifold grace 
of God.” (4:10) 


AT THE CLERGY conferences the 
priests were urged to select their 
parish’s chairperson and executive 
secretary and submit their names to 
the Stewardship Office as soon as 
possible. 


Area meetings for these represent- 
atives will be held Feb. 13, 14 and 15 


in San Diego, Vista and El Centro. 


Father Kraft told his fellow priests 
that an innovation in this year’s 
program is that parishioners can 
make their financial pledge payments 
with their Master Charge or Visa credit 
cards. 

Speaking to 
deacons, Bishop Maher said that 
although the diocese is taking care of 
the present commitment to the poor, 
campus ministry and the training of 
seminarians, “we have a tremendous 
responsibility to plan for the future. 
We need parish development 
programs to grow with the diocese.” 


Concerning its programs, the 
bishop said, the San Diego diocese is 
equal to most and superior to many. 


Bishop Maher expressed his 
appreciation to the priests and said he 
realized they are under tremendous 
pressure with the many demands on 
them “day in and day out.”

BOSTON—The U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Boston upheld a Massachusetts law restricting 
Medicaid payment for abortions. Under the 
appeals court ruling Massachusetts need not pay 
for a Medicaid abortion unless “necessary to 
prevent severe and long-lasting physical health 
damage” to women or in cases of rape or incest. 

WASHINGTON—More than 60,000 pro-lifers 
gathered in the nation’s capital Monday for the 
national March for Life. Many of them also lobbied 
their elected officials. 

MIAMI, Fla.—Archbishop Edward A. McCarthy of 
Miami will be among the bishops of the Caribbean 
area welcoming Pope John Paul II tothe New World 
on Jan. 25 at Santo Domingo. 

WASHINGTON—Sen. Jesse Helms (R.-N.C.) 
introduced a constitutional amendment in the 
Senate to guarantee the right to life of each 
individual from the time of fertilization, regardless 
of age, health or condition. 

WASHINGTON—The U.S. bishops will sponsor 
six days of public hearings during March to accept 
recommendations on priorities for using the 
national share of the Catholic Communication 
Campaign which will be held for the first time on 
May 27.

SAN DIEGO—More than 
2,500 pro-life advocates 
gathered in downtown San 
Diego Monday, Jan. 22, to 
memorialize the more than 
1 million unborn babies 
killed the past year and the 
6 million killed since 1973 
by legalized abortion. 


On the sixth anniversary | 


of the U.S. Supreme Court 
decision, which in effect 
created abortion on de- 
mand, the “Day of Infamy” 
banner and an American 


. flag led the marchers, many 


of whom carried signs and 
banners protesting abortion 
and supporting the right to 
life. 

IT WAS THE sixth annual 
March for Life here, spon- 
sored by several local pro- 
life groups and organiza- 
tions, and it coincided with 
similar marches in cities 
throughout the country, 


including Washington, D.C., 


where the national march 
was held. 


People of all ages partici- 
pated in the San Diego 
observance, and as usual, 
many parents pushed their 
small children in strollers or 
carried them, while their 
older children walked at 
their sides. 


A group of teenagers 
carried a small wooden 
coffin with an arrangement 
of roses, a pro-life symbol, 
on the top. Also, in the 
march were a contingent of 
nurses in uniform. 


THE SUN’ PEEKED 
through the clouds several 
times on this mild, breezy 
day asthecrowd assembled 
for a speakers rally at noon 


in the plaza of the Conven- 
tion and Performing Arts 
Center. 


Joe Rosenthal, better 
known as Bauer of the 
Hudson and Bauer disc 
jockey team; emceed the 
program which beganwitha 
prayer for life led by eight- 
year-old Jennifer Gale. 


Kathleen Bremner, San 
Diego Christian Woman of 
the Year in 1977, spoke “as 
a Christian” saying, “God is 
the giver of life. We have no 
right to take that life.” 


- BREMNER, a Protestant, 
said unless a human life 
amendment to the Consti- 
tution reverses the Su- 
preme Court decision, the 
future of America is in peril. 

Hartman Rector Jr., presi- 
dent of California Mission, 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, quoted 
fro the Declaration of 
Independence, “all menare 
created equal and are en- 
dowed-by their creator with 
certain unalienable 
rights...” 


“God is the only one who 
gives life. Hewhogivesisthe 
only one who has the rightto 
take it away,” Rector said. 


ALBIN RHOMBERG, one 
of 28 student plaintiffs in a 
suit against the University 
of California Regents for 
requiring UC students to 
pay for a medical health 
insurance policy which 
funds abortions, spoke of 
the situation. ; 

At the University of Cali- 
fornia, San Diego, where 
Rhomberg is a graduate 
student, he said 300 abor- 
tions a year are performed 


on students and funded by 


this policy.

This important theme (Christian unity) involves 
all baptized persons, pastors and faithful, each 
according to his own capacity, his own function and 
the place he occupies in the church.

Jesus at 
Be Last Supper prayed to the Father “that all might 

e one.” 


Prayer places us first of all before the Lord, 
purifies our intentions, our feelings, our heart, and 
produces that “interior conversion,” without which 
there is no true ecumenism. Prayer then reminds 
us that unity, in the final analysis, is a gift of God, a 
gift for which we must ask and for which we must 
prepare ourselves so that it be given. 


The time in which we live is the eschatological 
time, that is the time between the redemption 
carried out by Christ and his glorious return. 
Therefore we must live in active expectation. 


The theme (of the Week of Prayer for Christian 
Unity, Jan. 18-25, “Serve One Another for the 
Glory of God”) proposes to us to live together as 
much as possible the heritage common to 
Christians. 


Contacts cooperation, mutual love, reciprocal 
service make us know one another better, make us 
rediscover what we have in common and make us 
see, too, how much there is still different between 
us. These contacts push us, too, to find the ways to 
overcome such differences. 


Let us renew our prayer to the Lord, so that he 
may give to all Christians light and strength to do 
everything possible to attain as soon as possible full 
unity in the truth.—To a general audience 


Human Rights 


Humanity is divided in a great many ways. Itis a 
question also, and perhaps above all, of ideological 
divisions bound up with the different state systems. 
The search for solutions that will permit human 
societies to carry out their own tasks and to live in 
justice is perhaps the main sign of our time. 
Everything that can serve this great cause must be 
respected, in whatever regime it may. be. 
Advantage must be taken of mutual experiences. 

On the other hand, this multiform search for 
solutions cannot be transformed into a program of 
struggle to secure power over the world, whatever 
may be the imperialism on which this struggle is 
based.

Religious Freedom 


The church’s mission is, by its very nature, 
religious, and consequently the meeting point of 
the church or the Apostolic See with the multiform 
and differentiated life of the political communities 
of the modern world is characterized particularly 
by the universally recognized principle of religious 
freedom and freedom of conscience. 


This principle is not only contained in the list of 


human rights admitted by everyone, but has a key 
position in it. It is a question, in fact, of respect fora 


fundamental right of the human spirit, in which 
man expresses himself most deeply, perhaps, as 
man. 


The Second Vatican Council drew up the 
Declaration on Religious Freedom. It-comprises 
both the motivation of this right and its principal 
practical applications: in other words, all the data 


that confirm the real operation of the principle of 


religious freedom in social and public life. 

Respecting the similar rights of all other religious 
communities in the word, the Apostolic See feels 
urged to undertake, in this field, steps in favor of all 
the churches attached to it in full communion. It 
seeks to do so always in union with the respective 
episcopates, and with the clergy and communities 
of faithful. 


These initiatives yield, 


certain local churches, certain rites, whose 
situation as regards religious freedom leaves so 
much to be desired when it is not quite deplorable. 

There are even heart-rending cries for help or 
assistance, which the Apostolic See cannot but 
hear. And consequently it must present them, in all 
clarity, to the conscience of states, regimes and the 
whole of mankind. It is a question here of a simple

| wholeheartedly agree with Joseph 
Fischer (SC, Jan. 11) that we should be 
willing to lose our tax-exempt status to free 
us to fight for issues of Christian import- 
ance. 

| would add that we should not limit our 
zeal to the question of abortion, but we 
should extend it to include other issues of 
equal importance. For example, the 
treatment of the Mexican-Americans and 
illegal aliens is a problem of particular 
importance to Christians (Matthew 26:31- 
46). 

In spite of my general agreement with 
Mr. Fischer, two items in his letter trouble 
me. First of all, he seems to feel that 
liturgical renewal in some way detracts 
from the witness we must bear. | do not 
see how he reaches such a conclusion. 

In fact, the magisterium of the church 
teaches us that “the liturgy is the summit 
toward which the activity of the church is 
directed; at the same time itis the fountain 
from which all her power flows.” (Constitu- 
tion of the Sacred Liturgy, 10) 

Further, this same Vatican I! document 
calls for the liturgical reform Mr. Fischer 
derides. It should be pointed out to Mr. 
Fischer, and others like him, that social 
action outside. the context of the church 
and its liturgy is simply, secular human- 
ism. While this in itself is not bad, it is not 
Christianity. 


My second problem is not just with Mr. 
Fischer, but with the entire so-called “right 
to life” or “pro-life” movement. They are 
not actually pro-life, but “anti-abortion.” 


There are many other right to life issues 
in addition to abortion; for example, 
capital punishment, euthanasia, etc. 
Christ never specifically addressed the 
issue of abortion outside the context of 
killing in general. 

Many so-called “right to lifers” ignore, or 
even take a “pro-killing” stand on these 
and related issues. Is it any wonder that 
the secular world ignores our teaching on 
abortion? 


Let’s act ‘for life’ in every way 


Let's face it, we seem to be hypocrites to 
them. We are inconsistent. What is worse, 
we really cannot justify our inconsistency 
based on the teaching of Christ. This 
makes us incredible to. the rest of the 
world. 


Mr. Fischer is correct; let’s get our act 
together and witness to the world—but 
let's do it effectively and consistently!

Don't be put off ‘Know Your Faith’ 


Regarding the letters of Father Scanlon 
and Joseph Jacoby (SC, Jan. 4) my only 
concern with them is the possibility that 
they tend to discourage others from 
reading the centerfold section of the 
Southern Cross. 


The contributors to that section are 
some of the finest working in their fields, 
and it can be invaluable to all seeking a 
deeper understanding of our faith. (Mary 
Maher's Jan. 4 article on Martin Buber 
who, though not Catholic, is one of the 
greatest contemplative souls of our time, 
is an excellent example). 


The treacherous nature of words, which 
carry different connotative and even 
denotative meanings to each of us, is the 
great stumbling block to our under- 
standing. If this were not so the Bible 
could be the sole rule of faith—Our Lord 
would not have needed to establish a 
teaching, interpretive church. 


The core of our faith is contained in 
beautifully concise language in the 
Nicean Creed. Were words reliable we 
could stop there. 


Yet, can we really understand the nature 
of sin (especially of original sin) without 
Augustine’s pear tree to help us feel the 
nature of our personal rebellion? Under- 
standing and building a firm personal 
relationship with God is our goal. - 


The faith messege revealed through the 
prophets, apostles, and Jesus himself is 


the foundation on which we must build. 
Still, when we have read the story of the 
prodigal son, we must stop and comtem- 
plate the reality of a loving Father who sees 
each of us from a long distance and 
hurries to greet us when we return. 


Yet he still respects our personal . 


freedom so much that, while his invitation 
remains always open, he will not move in 


our direction until we first move toward- 


him. Words here are helpless. Only in the 
contemplation of the reality of the story 
can. we fully effect and re-establish our 


‘relationship with him from whom our own 


acts have separated us. 


Granted that our own insights and even 


those of great theologians and Biblical 
scholars are not, strictly speaking, a part 
of that deposit of faith revealed through 
his church and the Bible, yet they are still 
such necessary tools that we may well 
refer to them as “on-going revelation,” a 
part of the unity of revealed faith andtruth. 

And looking at that unity, let us include 
Martin Buber’s great dicta, “God is he to 
whom we can speak, about whom we 
cannot speak.” It may help us to say with 
the boy, Samuel, “Speak Lord, thy servant 
listens.”

“I will love. | will 
be a loving person.” The next step is to 
arm oneself with a few tools to work 
with. ar 

A married women was complaining

For each of the 40 days of Lent plus the 
six Sundays and Easter, she offers an 
opening thought from the liturgy of the 
day, a thought to pursue, an activity for the 
day and a short quote from the New 
Testament.

“| LOVE HIM,” something said in her 
mind. Startled by what seemed like a 
divine communication, she hedged. 
“Well, | cannot promise to love him, 
but I’ll do my best. | will be kind and 


’ considerate. | will be forgiving and | 


will pray for him.” ; 

“Doing her best” with these tools of 
love, she discovered that the un- 
lovable was, in fact, lovable and the 
love she would not guarantee was in 
time guaranteed. We cannot all afford 
to await a personal admonition from 
God before we begin to work at loving, 
but we can take it for granted that if it 
were forthcoming it would be in those 
same words. - 

No one is unlovable. If they were 
then God would not love them and 
they would no longer be sustained in 
existence. Somewhere in each of us 
the spark of divine love glows, waiting 
our will to fan it into flame. 


IF WE DO NOT love someone, the 
fault is ours, not theirs. This is the first 
tool for forging love—to realize that 
no one else is responsible for our 
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unlovingness. We love or do not love at 
will. 

We have the power to be kind even 
to those who are unkind to us; to be 
generous even to those who are mean 
to us; to be fair and just even to the 
vindictive; to forgive even the unfor- 
giving; to love even the unloving. It is 
we who choose to put that power into 
effect or not. 

When we are insecure and jealous 
of our self-esteem we are mortally 
afraid of exposing ourselves to the 
chance of hurt. Often we feel quite 
unable to take that first step towards 
loving, so bound are we by fears and 
inhibitions, and need to be guided and 
drawn into love. We need someone to 


whom we can turn and ask for help. 


And someone is always there. 

| suppose even the most willing of 
us never learn truly to love until we 
come to know and accept that God’s 
love for us is never failing, always 
forgiving, never rejecting; that he 
loves without defenses in an over- 
whelming vulnerability and continues 
to love through abuse and rejection 
and indifference. | think that only as 
we. understand the nature of his love 
does love become imperative for us 
and the world well lost for it.

Sister Colane urges her readers to be 
conscious of the presence of God in their 
lives. She also points out that we must bea 


blessing for those with whom we come in - 


contact. She thoughtfully asks, from time 
to time, “Am | an irritant to someone in my 
life?”

cians to perform abortions 
at their discretion through- 
out all nine months of 
pregnancy. — 


Groups favoring legal 
abortion said the decision 
merely reaffirms the Roe 
and Doe decisions and 
protects doctors from pro- 
secution for “good faith” 
mistakes. 


Bishop Thomas Kelly, 
general secretary of the 
National 
Catholic Bishops, said, “At 
a time when the tide is 
turning against abortion 
among the people and in

the halls of the legislatures, 
the court has made it clear 
that it is pursuing an ad- 
versary role with respect to 
abortion. 


“THE DECISION serves 
only those who are deter- 
mined that every abortion 
will result in a dead fetus, 
even in those cases in 
which present medical 
techniques would have 
spared that innocent life.” 


He said the court has 
withdrawn power it gave the 
states to regulate abortion 
after viability in the 1973 
decisions and “has encour- 
aged the views of those who 
hold that human life is 
viable only when someone 
wants it to be viable.” 


Robert Destro, general 
counsel for the Catholic 
League for Religious and 
Civil Rights, said, “The 
United States now has by 
far the most liberal abor- 
tion law in the world: 


“NO CIVILIZED country, 
either as a matter of sta- 
tute or of court decision, 
allows abortion during the 
full nine months. But our 
Supreme Court has deci- 
ded that’s what our Consti- 
tution requires.” 


Janet Beals, director of 
public information for the 
National Abortion Rights 
Action League, denied that 
the decision would lead to 
abortion through tne whole 
nine months of pregnancy. 


SHE SAID the decision 
would not affect abortion 
decisions after 24 weeks of . 
gestation, the point often 
associated with viability, 
but would affect decisions 
made between 20 and 24 


weeks of gestation. Many 
medical experts believe 
viability can occur as early 
as 20 weeks. 


Franciscan Sister Marga- 
ret Carney, executive di- 
rector of the southwest 
region of Pennsylvanians 
for Human Life, said she 
believes a satisfactory via- 
bility law can be writtten in 
light of the court’s decision. 


She said she was disap- 
pointed because the deci- 
sion is consistent with the 
court’s history of not “de- 
escalating” the impact of its 
earlier decisions. 


BUT, SHE SAID, she was 
encouraged by the fact that 
while the majority said the 
law was vague, it did not 
attack the principle behind 
the law. 


Dr. Carolyn Gerster, pre- 


* sident of the National Right- 


to-Life Committee, predict- 
ed that the decision will be 
used to absolve abortion- 
ists from responsibility for 
saving the life of an aborted 
baby and may increase the 
number of late abortions. 


She said the fetal sur- 
vival rate between 10 and 
28 weeks is 22 percent. 


Kenneth Van Derhoef, 
the NRLC board chairman, 
said, “We're getting to the 
point where we're defining 
what an abortion is—the 
real definition is the guar- 
antee and constitutional 
right of awoman to deliver a 
dead baby. The physician 
has no right to make any 
effort to save the baby. 


“They (the justices in the 
majority) just plain want a 
dead child,” he ‘said.

Once again Luke’s special interests led him 
to recount an incident without parallel in the 
other gospels. He was particularly attracted. 
to Jesus’ concern for people held in low 
esteem by contemporary Jewish society. 


High on that list were the Samaritans, and 
among the traditions which came down to 
him, he found a story in which a Samaritan 
won Jesus’ favor and commendation over a 
group of Jews. In this respect it is much like 
the famous parable of the Good Samaritan, 
also peculiar to Luke. 


THIS STORY tells of Jesus’ meeting with 
10 lepers (Luke 17:11-19). He is on his way to 
Jerusalem passing “along the borders of 
Samaria and Galilee.” The locale would partly 
explain why the pathetic little band included 
both Jews and a Samaritan, but only partly, 
because these ethnic groups atin avoided 
each other. 


Even in perfect health a ete was a 
‘leper,’ as far as Jews were concerned. But 
misery is a great social leveler, and people 


The healing power 


Unless we learn 
to love, we are 
as good as dead

I stand and watch the jet liner soar into the 
skies witha lump in my throat and eyes that 
burn. I want to crash through the plate glass 
window and scream, “No, wait, don’t go!” I 
will not see her for at least two years or maybe 
never. 


My friend is leaving for missionary work in 
Malawi in Africa. The pain caused by her 


leaving is,acute because we share deeply. 


With her I am free to be myself, my hurt, 
depressed, angry, happy, helpless, or quiet 
self. I know that I love and am loved. 


I USED TO FEEL guilty when I didn’t feel 
loving. Now, I realize that I confused loving 
with feelings of love. Not allowing myself to 
admit and deal with my negative feelings of 
dislike, I didn’t really know much love either. 


-Love, however, is what God is all about and 


who customarily wouldn’t dream of being 
seen in each other’s company are often drawn 
together by a common disaster. 


The biblical term ‘leprosy’ covered a wide 
variety of skin ailments, any one of which was 
loathesome enough to cut the victim off from 
all normal human contact. The law contained 
strict, detailed regulations on this subject and 
effectively doomed those afflicted to an 
incredibly lonely, precarious existence. 


APPARENTLY these 10 wretches had 
drifted together and formed their own little 
“leper colony.” At least they afforded each 
other companionship, understanding and 
conversation. The Jewish members were so 
desperate that they welcomed the company 
even of a Samaritan. They were lonely, 
helpless, hopeless human beings living within 
tantalizing sight of a village but forbidden to 
enter it. 


Then one day they spotted Jesus ap- 
proaching the village and, perhaps because 


their proximity to Galilee had put them within . 


earshot of reports about his healing activity 
there, their hopes rose. Careful not to break 


unless we learn to love, we are as good as 
dead. How do we learn to love? Love has 
much to do with the acceptance of our- 
selves and of others, and this acceptance 
includes accepting the feelings we exper- 
ience. To deny feelings of hatred or sadness is 
also to deaden joy and love since all emotions 
are related. 


Hence, a rather important step in learning 
to love is learning to be honest with ourselves, 
with what we really experience in a given 
relationship. We need to question why we feel 
the way we do. We must be honest about our 
possessive, jealous, manipulative or erotic 
behavior. 


THIS SEAKCH may be facilitated by 
talking with a trusted spiritual director or 
spending quiet moments in reflection. Here 
we can question why we turn others off or 
why no one responds to us. It may be always

the law, they kept their distance, unlike the 
leper of Mark 1:40, who recklessly came up to 
Jesus and fell at his feet. 


Their concern for the law turned out, as the 
sequel shows, to have been far greater than 
their concern for even common courtesy. 
They shouted at him, addressing him as 
“Teacher,” and begged him to take pity on 
them. 


HOW THEY MUST have thrilled at the 
possibility of being accepted back into the 
human race, permitted once more to 
embrace their loved ones, associate with their 
friends, find profitable work. 


Jesus’ response was simple and direct. He 
must have had to shout back at them: “Go 


show yourselves to the priests” (Luke 17:14). . 


They didn’t argue or insist on some sign of 
healing power, but turned with unquestioning 
trust and went on their way. 


His answer meant just one thing to them. 


A person cured of ‘leprosy’ had to get a clean . 


bill of health from the temple clergy to legiti- 
mate his re-entry into society, and that was 
where Jesus had directed them to go. 


IT COULD MEAN only one thing: they 
would be healed. And “on their way there 
they were cured” (Luke 17:14b). Apparently 
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__ Jesus’ public ministry 


the Samaritans had similar legislation. Most of 
it was in Leviticus, and this was one of the only 
five books of the Old Testament which they 
retained. At any rate, the Samaritan, too, 
seems to have gone off to find one of his 
priests. 


The cure, however, is not the real point of 
the story for Luke. For it continues with one 


of the group returning to fall at Jesus’ feet and. 


thank him. Only at the end does Luke add, 
dramatically and pointedly: “This man was a 
Samaritan” (Luke 17:16). 

The fact that he was a Samaritan did not go 
unnoticed by Jesus, who took the occasion to 


ask, again pointezlly: “Were not all 10:*made~ 


whole? Where are the other nine? Was there 
no one to return and give thanks to God 
except this foreigner?” 


HE MUST HAVE been at least a bit hurt, 
but even more dismayed at the fact that so- 
called religious legalism had assumed such 
proportions as to blot out even such a basic 
relationship to God as that of simple 
gratitude. 


One can imagine his final words to the 
“foreigner” being uttered with warmth, but 
also with a wistful sign of sadness: “Stand up 
and go on your way; your faith has been your 
salvation” (Luke 17:19). 


trying to get rather than give. Or we are 
insincere, disloyal or unable to receive. 


To.discover these or similar painful truths, 
we need solitude. In fact, we seldom 
experience communion because we do not 
know how to be alone. 


Solitude beckons us to gaze long and 
lovingly at rocks, trees, flowers and birds. As 
we learn to love a tree, we are readied to love 
our unpredictable and mysterious selves. The 
right kind of aloneness moves us to dwell with 
the word, reflecting deeply upon it. 


WE GET TO KNOW Jesus and realize 
that Jesus first loves us simply as we are at 
any given moment, whether this bea 
complainer, a rebel or a lover. In prayer, we 
discover who God calls us to be. We realize 
that God speaks to us in a way in which God 
speaks to no one else and so we treasure and 
reverence our unique selves. 


This reverence or respectful love over- 
flows. Others are reverenced because we 
appreciate their own unique identity and are 
no longer threatened by them. Jesus’ ways 
become our own. Our love is marked by a 
kind of believing that frees the other to be who 
they are, whether at a given moment they be 
jealous or withdrawn or hateful. 


Love means believing in our own and the 
other’s goodness so much that we can break 
out of our prisons and reveal our sinful yet 


redeemed selves. Love accepts the other. 


simply as he is with no expectations. 


PLACING expectations on others often 
alienates us because no matter how another 


“tries to love us, we are never satisfied. We 


place these stipulations almost uncon- 
sciously. We tell ourselves, if they love us, 
they will call this evening or write next week 


or spend an hour with us. 


No matter how many other signs of love 
we receive, like a smile or a glass of lemonade, 
these caring actions simply do not count, or at 
least, they are not enough. Others tend to shy 
away from us when we place expectations on 
them because they feel inadequate around us 
and no one likes to feel inadequate. “ 


Love also means that when those to whom 
we have grown close are called from our 
immediate surroundings, we gently open our 
arms and with thankful, though sometimes 
shattered, hearts free the other to walk away. 


AT SUCH TIMES, we may be tempted 
not to.want to love again. Yet, it is important 
to focus on what is present, the many 
blessings of the now rather than on who or 
what is absent, on that which our desires tell 
us we must have. 


When separated from another in whatever 
way, even by death, we can be grateful for 
what has been, while living the pain of what is. 
Strictly speaking, we had no right to share 
another person’s life. 


Our friendship is a gift and for this mutuality 
we can be-thankful. We can rejoice in the 
times we enjoyed ice cream together, relaxed 
in the warmth of autumn bonfires, con- 
templated the stars and silently touched and 
knew the oneness of our persons. 


SUCH MEMORIES remind us that we 
will always be a part of each other. Even now 
we do not know what marvels the mystery of 
life still holds. 


Hence, genuine love is given uncon- 
ditionally, with no strings attached. Jesus 


‘gave when it seemed senseless and so must 


we, because only then do we actualize the 
deepest meaning of love. 
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The little Spaniard with the bright laughing eyes #

When Francis Xavier was a student at the 
University of Paris.in 1526, he was definitely 
not yet a saint. St. Ignatius, that great molder 
of men, referred to Francis as “the lumpiest 
clay he had ever molded.” 

Francis was a typical Basque nobleman, 
with all the Spanish nobleman’s faults. He was 
hot-tempered, overbearing and autocratic, 
with a fiery yearning for revenge. When he 
became one of the finest athletes at the 
university, he was vain about his success. 


HIS ROOMMATE, Peter Favre, reports 
that Francis and he studied with worldly 
advancement as their goal. “We hampered 
ourselves gravely,” Peter writes, “by refusing 
to admit that the cross of Christ had any claim 
to a place in our studies, either: at the 
beginning, or the middle, or at the end.” 

Then, happily for both of them, they fell 
under the spell of Ignatius, the little Spaniard 
with the bright laughing eyes. Ignatius taught 
them that the way to happiness is a road of 
self-denial. By word and deed, he led them to 
see that the way to God is the way of the 
cross. i 

The drive and dynamic which made Francis 
Xavier a spiritual master were completely 


Ignatian. Francis was lured to heroism by the 
promise of romance and adventure. He was 
fired with a restless yearning to fight against 
the powers of darkness. 

THE TOOLS of his trade were simple, 


frugal and few: a crucifix, a breviary, a cate- 
chism and a book of wondrous tales about the 


- lives of the saints. He needed these stories of 


saintly accomplishment just as Ignatius. had 
needed the exploits and daring of heroes 
encountered in his tales of chivalric romance. 


With the militaristic obedience of a 
seasoned campaigner, Francis listened 
attentively to Ignatius’s last words to him, 
“Go, and set the whole world on fire.” 


Romance and adventure are inseparable 
from the Ignatian ideal which enflamed 
Francis Xavier. Father and son were both in 
love with a cosmic Dulcinea whom they called 
Mother Church and they were willing to die 
for her. 


IN A COUPLE of much-quoted para- 
graphs, the Protestant historian, Thomas 
Macaulay, writes of Ignatius, “In his early life, 
he had been the very prototype of the hero of 
Cervantes. His existence had been one 
gorgeous daydream of princesses rescued 
and infidels subdued. He had chosen a 


Dulcinea and he flattered himself with the 
hope of laying at her feet the keys of Moorish 
castles and the jewelled turbans of Asiatic 
kings.” 

Only a man like Ignatius could, on one day’s 
notice, send a man like Xavier on a trip 
around the coast of Africa which required a 
full year and 29 days of stormy seafaring 
before his missionary son could even reach 
the field of his labors. But Xavier was as 
romantic an adventurer as Ignatius. 


He learned how to teach his prospective 
converts crystal-clear doctrine in their own 
language and, on Jan. 14, 1544, was able to tell 
Ignatius, “Out here, people flock into the 
church in such numbers that my arms are 
often almost paralyzed with baptizing and my 
voice gives out completely through repeating 
endlessly in their tongue the Creed, the 
commandments, the prayers, and a sermon 
on heaven and hell.” 


FRANCIS, the adventurer, knew he was 
fighting against the prince of darkness. He 
became indignant against religionists of a 
foreign cult who manipulated the people for 
their own gain. He felt a kinship with all 
humanity in its need for the redemptive 
graces of Jesus. 


In his vehement disgust for mere worldly 
prestige, he was able to write to his society at 
Rome: “How I should like to go through the 
universities of Europe shouting like a 
madman about the souls that are being lost. If 
only they who are there would leave their 
miserable ambitions and say, ‘Lord, here am. 
Send me wherever Thou wilt, even to India!” 


But he could also be as tender as a young 
bride forced into loneliness. He sometimes 
signed his letters, “the least and loneliest of all 
your brothers.” 


HE WORE a copy of his Jesuit vows ina 
leather pouch around his neck. He was so 
conscious of his unbreakable fellowship with 
his beloved Jesuit brothers that he cut out the 
signatures from their letters, pasted them on 
a piece of cardboard, carried it over his heart, 
and, in moments of seeming abandonment, 
would simply gaze upon them lovingly and 
know in his inmost being that he could never 
be a stranded and forgotten man. 


As a romantic, Francis was a lover; as an 
adventurer, he was a rescuer; as a mission- 
ary, he was God’s tireless herald; as a 
believer, he was the intrepid beloved of God 
who conquered large segments of the world 
yet remained homesick for heaven.

In some places in the world there 
is a horrible disease that some 
people get which is called leprosy.

So he called back to them, “Go 
and show yourselves to the 
priests.” He didn’t say that they

So they wentas fast as they could 
to the priests and on the way there 
all of the lepers were cured! All of 
them would be able to go home to 
their families and friends and be 
just like everyone else. They were 
so excited that none of them 
thought of going back to say “thank 
you” to Jesus—except one. 


One man who was not even of 
that town but came fromadifferent 
land had been with the group of 
lepers. He was a Samaritan andthe 
Jews did not like Samaritans. But 


this was the only man who went | 


back to Jesus and said, “Thank 
you.” 


Jesus was surprised. “What 
happened to all the others?” he 
asked. “Weren't all 10 cured?” The 
people were quiet because they 
were ashamed that none from their 
own village had come back, only 
this man from another country. 


Then Jesus said to the Samari- 
tan, “Go home to your family and 
friends. Your faith has saved you.” 
Jesus meant that God was very 
pleased that the man had re- 
membered to thank him for what he 
had done for him and knew that he 
was a good person. 


And sothe Samaritan went home 
to let everyone know he was no 
longer a leper and to praise and 
thank God for beingso goodto him. 


He molds a parish

Father Blaine Barr was in the first class as 


the North American College in Rome 
reopened immediately after World War II. 
Now. he shepherds the large, 1,700-family 
parish of St. Joseph in New Hope, Minn., a 
suburb of Minneapolis. 


In his current role he also has been the first 
to try many creative pastoral ideas— 
programs designed to mold this massive 
group into a family of loving, caring Christ- 
ians. 


TO COPE with the parish’s hugeness, 
Father Barr divided the basically middle-class 
area into 13 sections. Each unit must have 
no fewer than 50 and no more than 200 
families. Once the neighborhood grows 
beyond that, a division takes,place and an 
additional section is formed. 


A simple sectioning of such a parish does 
not automatically turn these sections into 
smaller Christian communities. And it does 
not turn the larger parent body into a closely 
knit federation of vibrant groups. To foster in 


each section the kind of spirit desired, St. 
Joseph’s established a Weekend Liturgy and 
Hospitality Program. 

Each section, in this’ sytem, assumed 
responsibility for an assigned weekend of 
liturgies. That means members of the unit 
serve as greeters, lectors, ushers, ministers of 
communion, general intercession writers and 
announcement makers. 


OTHERS in the neighborhood provide 
coffee and doughnuts after every liturgy or 
supervise the nursery. Finally, some section 
people count the collection on that particular 
Sunday afternoon. 

Father Barr estimates that more than 700 
men, women and teen-agers participate in 
this program. One attractive feature is that a 
section assumes the weekend duties only 
once every two or three months. _ : 

Such infrequent, although regular service 
encourages the involvement of people unable

The prediction has already begun to be 
realized in the St. Paul archdiocese.

These include a lay person and 
two sisters who serve as parish visitors or 
pastoral associates, three individuals with 
responsibility for adult, family-centered and 
high school religious education, a social 
action coordinator, a liturgy-music director, a 
counselor and a coordinator of family-growth

THE ORGANIZATION was founded in 
Seattle in 1934 and is named after 
Franciscan .Friar Junipero Serra, who 
established Mission San Diego de Alcala

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United Church of Christ challenges IRS ruling 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 


The Office of Church in. 


Society of the United 
Church of Christ has asked 
the Internal Revenue 
Service to rescind a ruling 
limiting voter education 
activity by tax-exempt, non- 
profit charitable organiza- 
tions. 


The ruling denies tax- 
exemption to an effected 
organization which pub- 
lishes a voting record or 
survey of candidates’ opin- 
ions on issues on which the 
organization has taken a 
position. 


THE OFFICE of Churchin 
Society said the ruling vio- 
lates First Amendment free- 
dom of speech. The office’s 
appeal is being handled by 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union. 


The IRS ruling has been 
sharply criticized in the 
Catholic press. The Cath- 
olic Press Association has 
asked the IRS for.a state- 
ment on-how its*members 
are affected by the ruling. 


The United Church of 
Christ has 1.8 million mem- 
bers in 6,000 congregations 
across the country. Its Of- 


fice of Church and Society 
has traditionally published 
a congressional voting re- 
cord on issues on whichthe 
church has taken a stand. 


BUT AFTER the IRS ruling 
was issued last June, the 
office stopped publication 
of the voting record indefi- 
nitely because it believed 
publication could cause thé 
church to lose tax exemp- 
tion for its congregations, 
homes,’ medical facilities 
and local churches.

Tuition tax credit tobe reintroduced 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
Tuition tax credit bills are 
being reintroduced in both 
the House and Senate— 
with a new twist in the Sen- 
ate—at the opening of the 
96th Congress as the bill’s 
supporters gear up for an- 
other push for passage. 


Last year the House pass- 
ed a bill which included tax 
credits for tuition paid to 
private elementary and sec- 
ondary schools as well as to 
colleges. 


BUT THE SENATE reject- 
ed the credit for elementary 
and secondary schools and 
eventually all tuition tax 
credits were dropped by 
House and Senate tax-writ- 
ing committees in the last 
days of the 95th Congress. 


President Carter had 
threatened to veto any tui- 
tion tax credit legislation. 
He argued that tuition tax 
credits were inequitable 


credits for private element- 
ary and secondary school 
tuition was unconstitution- 
al. 


Catholic parents and or- 
ganizations, including the 
U.S. Catholic Conference, 
were major supporters of 
tax credits. 


THE MAJOR sponsors of 
the Senate bill, Daniel Pat- 
rick Moynihan (D-N.Y.) and 
Robert Packwood (R-Ore.), 
are expected to reintroduce 
their bill this year with one 
notable change—elemen- 
tary and secondary school 
credits will be treated sepa- 
rately from college credits.

Talking Point—Nuclear holocaust 


“The chances of survival to the year 2000 are 
now less than 40 percent,” said an Australian 
doctor who foresees a possible nuclear 
holocaust. 

“America has the nuclear ability to overkill 
the Russian population 40 times and Russia 
has enough to overkill America 20 times,” said 
Dr. Helen Caldicott, a Harvard Medical School 
instructor. 


SHE SPOKE to about 800 persons at the 
national Pax Christi conference Jan. 13 in 
Detroit, Mich. Pax Christi-USA was founded in 

- 1973 to establish peacemaking as a priority for 
the U.S. Catholic church. 

“There is no way to survive a nuclear war. It 
only would take several hours from the initial 
press of the black button to the extinction of 
most life in the Northern Hemisphere and 
much life in the Southern Hemisphere, Dr. 
Caldicott said. 

“If there were long-term survivors, they would 
contact leukemia five years later or cancer 15 
to 40 years later—that is, ifthey could survive in 
a totally destroyéd world.” 

DR. CALDICOTT said she can’t believe the 
willingness of Americans to accept living with 
“imminent extinction.” 


“What's happening to us?” she asked. “We

“Meanwhile, two-thirds of the world’s 
children are malnourished and starving, and 
America, the most affluent society in the world, 
can't afford medical care for all,” she stated. 

THE DOCTOR said the only-solution to save 
the world is “eliminating the nuclear reactor” 
with its potential for creating the plutonium 
necessary for making bombs. 

She also described the effects of radiation 
exposure either through industrial misuse or 
international warfare. 


Dr. Caldicott recounted horror stories of mine 
workers exposed to and breathing radioactive 
materials; home owners in Colorado living in 
homes made from radioactive by-products of 
nuclear plants; and of children drinking milk 
laced with strontium-90. 

“SHE SCARED the hell out of me,” admitted 
one participant. 

Auxiliary Bishop Thomas J. Gumbleton of 
Detroit, president of Pax Christi-USA, and 
Cardinal John Dearden of Detroit were co-hosts 
of the conference marking the third national 
observance of the World Day of Peace. 

Bishop Carroll T. Dozier of Memphis, Tenn., 
delivered the homily at the conference’s liturgy 
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and built on Dr. Caldicott’s warning by laying © 


out a blueprint for peace that begins with 
personal change of heart. 

“RADICAL conversion, understanding of 
human rights and the responsibilities of daily 
living in the reign of God are the principles we 
must teach if we are to reach peace,” he said. 

“To reach peace, teach peace” was the 
conférence theme. 


“‘DIE-IN’—According to Dr. Helen Caldi- 
cott, “America has the nuclear ability to 
overkill the Russian population 40 times 
and Russia has enough to overkill Ameri- 
ca 20 times.”

“Our personal characteristic of conversion 
will be a reconciling life,” Bishop Dozier said. 
“We must leave behind grudge and prejudice. 


We must overcome evil with good. We must not, 


be violent in thought, word eee nor must we 
cause violence. 


“OUR CONVERSION must begin with a vision, 
a vision like the one of Isaiah. Why dowe not set 
our goal for the year 2000 A.D.? 

“Pax Christi has a task of beginning this 
preparation. It should foster small commu- 
nities whether in parishes or schools or 
universities where the study of scripture will 
open the word of the Lord to them and the force 
of that scripture will give the answer about its 
vitality. 

“The year 2000 gives us 20 years to prepare, 
so the small communities must busy them- 
selves now. 


“OUR PEACE platform will not be intricate. It 
will ask every nation to reduce its armament by 
an annual rate of five percent. Armaments will 
reach zero in anticipation of the year 2000.” 

Bishop Dozier reminded the youth of the 
country of the request of Pope John Paul II. 
“Learn foreign languages so that you can be our

across frontiers as we call for a jubilee year. He 
reminds you of the need of disinterested 
service to countries with the least resources. 


“We must strike downthe contradictory signs ~ 


which equate the reign of God and of his king- 
dom with the powers of this world. We need the 
courage to change the nature of our schools 
which project a military viewpoint of the Sage 
rather than the plowshare. 


“WHEN WE THINK of all that Jesus said and 
did, our conversion will show us more clearly 
the path ahead. ‘My command is this, that you 
love one another.’ We begin loving one another 
today. 

“| will end by quoting again Pope John Paul Ill. 
He closed his message on the World Day. of 
Peace with these words: ‘To everyone, Christ- 
ians, believers and men and women of good will 
| say: Do not be afraid to take a chance on 
peace, to teach peace. The aspiration for peace 
will not be disappointed forever. Work for 
peace, inspired by charity which does not pass 
away, will produce its fruits. Peace will be the 
last-word of history.’”
